Discovery of New Method for Showing 
Presence of Hydrophobia 
After Dog Bite.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch] Research by the Depart- 
ment of Health has resulted in the dis- 
covery of a method by which the diag- 
nosis for hydrophobla which has 
hitherto taken from three to four days, 
may be made in twenty minutes. Re- 
sults will be obtained from these in- 
vestigations which will prove of incal- 
culable benefit and will, it is believed, 
bring to light an entirely new theory 

as to the origin of the disease itself. 
By this new method not only are 
pathologists enabled to tell with cer- 
tainty whether or not the dog which 
has bitten a patient was rabid, but 
sufferers will be relieved from days of 


rapid detection of what appear to be 
minute organisms in the brain of rabid 
animals, known as Negri bodies,

Kansas Corn Crop Taxes Railroads of 
State to the Utmost of Their 
Capacity.

TOPEKA, Feb. 10.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Kansas corn lying in huge 
piles over the prairies has clogged traf- 
fic on the Kansas rafiroads. There isa 
greater shortage of cars in the State 
this winter than there has been before 
in years and railroad men say that it 
is because of the large surplus of old 
corn now in the State. 

The number of bushels produced in 
the State last year, as shown by the re- 
port of the secretary of the State Board 
of Agriculture, was 190,560,000. Of this 
amount very little began to move until 
the close of last year. The wheat crop, 
which has been above the average, had 
kept the railroads busy until that time.

PERLIN, Feb. 10.—[{Pxclusive Dis- 
patch.) Official advices to the Ger- 
man government indicate that the 
expected critical stage in the Moroccan 
conference has arrived. The delegates 
of Germany and France are practically 
in a deadlock on the police question, 
the French claiming exclusive rights 
and the Germans insisting on putting 
the police under international control. 
Germany alleges that the conciliatory 
attitude of France has undergone a 
sudden change and that the republic 
now aspires to special rights far re-

ter end.

Unquish his sovereignty, under cover 
of which the republic proceeded to can- 
cel all the rights which other nations 
previously had acquired in Tunis. 
"Germany has not forgotten how Tu- 
nis thus came under the French flag 
and is determined that history shall not 
repeat itself. 

FRANCE’S DEMANDS. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ALGECIRAS, Feb. 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] At the Merocean conference 
next week France will enter a demand 
that she be allowed to police all the 
regions of Morocco except those con- 
tiguous to Spain. The republic is will- 
ing that the policing shall be watched 
by the powers, with the assistance of 
officers directing it, but claims prac- 
tically a free hand in the suppression 
of the anarchy which is regarded at 
the present moment as threatening ev- 
ery foreigner and foreign interest in 
Morocco. 

France will require an agreement re- 
garding ports on the Moroccan coast, 
insuring their freedom from operations 
which might eventually result in the 
establishment of naval strongholds 
commanded by foreign powers. . 

The essence of France's position is 
that Morocco lies within her political 
sphere, and must, therefore, be re- 
garded with relation to the future se- 
eurity of the republic, whereas the 
other powers, with the exception of 
Spain, are interested only economically. 

The French republic is ready to 
give the most solemn guarantees for 
an open door, not only for the thirty- 
year period specified in the Anglo- 
French convention, but for all time. 
Its delegates hope thus to get the sup-

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—The negotiations 
at Algeciras have reached a decisive 
turn and the dissolution of the Moroc- 
can conference without an agreement 
upon the principal subjects of discus- 
sion appears to be the probable result. 

The positions of France and Germany 
have now been clearly disclosed. Hach 
country, supported by several other 
powers, holds tenaciously to its own 
principle of settlement, namely, France 
for special recognition in Morocco be- 
cause of her geographical and histor- 
ical relations to Morocco, and Ger- 
many for a strict application of the 
doctrine of equal treatment of all 
countries in the future from Morocco.

HEAD OF BAD BROOKLYN GANG

Drugged a Sailor and Shipped Him 
te Antwerp and There Had Him 
Put Ashore Without Money—Amer- 
ican Consul Compelied Steamer 
Captain to Return the Kidnapee.

NEN YORK, Feb. 10.—([Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Through the arrest of An- 
drew Brown, 28 years old, proprietor of 
a sailors’ boarding-house at No. 39 Co- 
lumbia street, Brooklyn, today, the 
police and representatives of the Legal 
Aid Society believe they have uncov- 
ered a gigantic shanghaing scheme in 
the South Brooklyn shipping district. 
Brown was arrested on the complaint 
of Chester Ainsworth, a marine ma- 
jchinist of No. 52 Market street, Man- 
lhattan. Ainsworth was one of the 
crew of the Ward line steamship Morro 
Castie, and went ashore, in Brooklyn, 
on December 20, to spend Christmas 
with his family. He alleges that he 
met Brown; that the latter put drugs 
in the liquor he was drinking and then 
took him to the boarding-house. The 
next day, while still under the influence 
of the drug, he says he was taken 
aboard the Dutch oill-tank steamship 
Campine, which was then ready to go 
td sea. 

Ainaworth alleges that he return 
te consciousness before the steamer 
sailed and pleaded with Capt. Oert- 
giese to be put ashore. He asserts 
that the captain refused to allow him 
to leave arid forced him to go to work 
in the fire room and, upon the ar- 
rival of the vessel at Antwerp, he was 
put as»ore without money. — 

The American Consul had him put 
back on the oll-tank steamship and 
compelled the captain to bring him 
back. The steamship arrived at Brook- 
lyn a week ago today. 

To Richard R. Curries, a lawyer con- 
nected with the Legal Ald Society, 
Brown admitted that he had received 
money as an advance on an allotment 
to put men aboard the vessel and ad- 
mitted that Ainsworth was Intoxicated 
when he took him aboard. The prisoner 
will be arraigned in the Butler-street 
Police Court this morning. It was 
learned at police headquarters, Brook- 
lyn, that several similar cases had 
been reported.

DELIGHTED IN IT. 

“I just took that knife and stuck it 
into them,” said Brady in a high, ef- 
feminate voice, and with no show of 
emotion, or excitement. “I do not 
know just how the idea first came to 
me. When I stabbed the women 1 de- 
lighted in it. Just one quick stroke 
and it was all over. I didn’t pick out 
women particularly, it did not make 
any difference to me so long as they 
were women. I never thought of stab- 
bing men. I think the first woman 1 
stabbed was at Eighth and Olive 
streets. After that I was excited, and 
did not know how many I stabbed or 
just what I was doing.” 

Brady was identified during the day 
by a. number of women who had been 
stabbed as their assailant. He looked 
at the women contemptuously, but 
said nothing. He was then taken back 
to a cell, and will be held pending a 
charge that will be placed against him. 


TOTAL WAS SEVENTEEN. 


A total of seventeen women and girls 
have been stabbed on the streets, four- 
teen having been stabbed during the 
early evening of January 22. None was 
seriously wounded. rady insists that 
he did not stab all of them, but admits 
that he does not know how many were 
victims of his knife. His parents have 
been living apart for two years, the 
mother and children living at No. 119 
North Vandeventer avenue. 

Brady not been living at home 
for some time. He said: “I left my 
home fearing that I would be seized 
with the uncontrollable passion to harm 
women and attack my sisters.”

This land can be purchased outright 
at $15 an acre, or proved up on in 
twenty-one years.

The island leases held by sugar cane 
companies are about to expire, and the 
land has reverted to the United States. 
Almost every acre is under cultiva- 
tion, and much of the land is in full 
bearing, with heavy crops of cane.

ONSOLIDATION—THE ATTITUDE 


OF LOS ANGELES. 

The City of Los Angeles sends greet- 
ings this Sunday morning to all her 
fair sister cities large and small, towns, 
villages, hamlets, and the open plain 
in all the beautiful Los Angeles Val- 
ley. She says to all the beauteous sis- 
terhood, great and small: “Possess 
your souls in patience.” 

Los Angeles city is not a freebooter 
rallying into the emerald seas, alias 
the orchard-embowered towns and 
grassy slopes of the valley. Or to put 
it m another way, Los Angeles has no 
intention of playing the role of an- 
client Rome. The fair Sabines in all 
the surrounding towns are safe from 
molestation at the hand of the me- 
tropolis of the valley. 

This is in reference to the very im- 
portant matter of consolidation which 
is now before the people of this whole 
rich and beautiful valley. It is no 
more important to Los Angeles than it 
is to any other town in the valley. It 
is just as plainiy and independently 
before all these outlying towns as it 
is before the metropolis. Let us say 
at the outstart that Los Angeles city 
no power, morally, legally, or 
physically, to coerce any community, 
however small, into participation in this 
consolidation scheme, or any of the 
benefits to grow out of such a consoli- 
dation.. Nor have the people of the 
city of Los Angeles the slightest de- 
sire to attempt to corhpel any of these 
outlying communities to enter into this 
consolidation against their will. 

The people of Los Angeles have an 
invitation to send out to these, their 
neighbors, and wish to assure all those 
who shall be invited to participate in 
the consolidation scheme that the in- 
vitation is sent cordially, graciously 
and with the best of intents. The in- 
vitation is one which the people of Los 
Angeles feel in their heart to de 
worthy of acceptance, and whether it 
is accepted or not they hope it will 
be as graciously received and with the 
same good feeling as it is sent. 

The question is not of a “Greater 
Los Angeles” at all. The question is 
of a greater Los Angeles Valley. The 
city of Los Angeles has her own ‘nis- 
torical and glorious name. She is proud 
of it, and is willing to possess it all 
alone. The other towns large and small 
have their own names and identity, 
arſd have a perfect right to them, and 
the enjoyment of them, and to be proud 
of them. There is no intention to swal- 
low up the identity of any community 
or to obliterate any one of the poetical] 
and beautiful names that now stud the 
map of Los Angeles Valley. It is some 
years since the consolidation scheme 
was carried out in New York. That 
consolidation has in no way, not to the 
smallest jot, deprived the bity of 
Brooklyn of its identity, or of any of 
the rights enjoyed by that municipality 
before the consolidation. Brooklyn is 
still upon the map in as large and as 
bold faced letters as it ever was before. 
The same is true of The Bronx, a 
much less important and less densely 
inhabited community than Brooklyn, 
and that is the intention in the minds 
of the people of Los Angeles who are 
now seeking to form a consolidation 
of interest with the other towns in the 
Los Angeles Valley. 

Now, in this consolidation scheme we 
are at the very threshold of the move- 


details are all still to be arranged. No 
boundaries to delimit the territory to 
be embraced in this consolidation have 
been drawn. There is simply one broad, 
general idea in the minds of this com- 
munity, and that is to consolidate with 
more or less of our sister cities and 
towns under a system which will leave 
each and every one of them their 
names, their identity, and all their 
rights. They shall be shorn of noth- 
ing. This is not a plan for the aggran- 
digement of Los Angeles city alone, 
and certainly not for the aggrandize- 
ment of the metropolis at the expense 
of any of her neighbors. 

To what, then, is this invitation? 
What is the basis of the promise? If 
there is any community from Point 
Dume around the mountains low and 
high to any extent eastward we may 
go, let us say for the sake of argument, 
to the point where the San Gabriel 
River debouches from the mountains, 
and following that stream to its mouth 
below Long Beach, excepting only the 
immediate river-bottom, which would 
not be benefited by a larger supply of 
water, let that community rise and 
proclaim her satisfaction in her present 
water supply, and then let such com- 
munity stand aside, if she will, and 
say she has no need for consolidation. 
But whatever community or communi- 
ties exist in that stretch of territory 
which would be rendered richer and 
capable of greater development by the 
possession of a more adequate supply 
of water than now possessed, let them 
at least listen with an attentive ear 
to the invitation which Los Angeles 
sends them. 

We have now the opportunity of se- 
curing a supply of water sufficient to 
cover this whole valley abundantly. 
That supply of water at the present 
time is practically in the hands of the 
city of Los Angeles. It may be en- 
tirely competent for this city to hold 
the water supply in the palm of its 
own hand, to bring it here to the val- 
ley, and then sell the surplus to our 
neighbors at such price as we may see 
At to put upon this valuable possession. 
There are well informed persons who 
doubt that this can legally be done. 
But setting that doubt aside, is there 
any element of piracy, of freebooting, of 
hostility about the attitude of the city 


neighbors: “Come in with us, share 
with us all the benefits of this rich 
supply of water, bear your appropriate 
share of the bond burden of bringing 
it here, and enjoy it on exactly the 
same basis as we shall enjoy it who are 
inhabitants of the city of Los An- 
geles Is there aught but kindliness 
in the invitation of Los Angeles to 
other counties to share in the adminis- 
tration of San Pedro harbor, and to 
participate in the reduction of taxa- 
tion consequent upon the merger of 
city and county officers—making one 
tax-collecting force do the work of 
two, for instance? 

Now, there is all there is in this 
whole proposition. The only benefit 
Los Angeles can possibly reap from 
the acceptance of any neighboring 
community of this invitation with her 
in the rich blessings of this water 
supply is that it gives us a somewhat 
broader basis on which to establish our 
credit to borrow money to bring this 
water into the valley. In that way 
‘we may obtain money at a little lower 
rate of interest, and every advantage 
gained by such policy is participated in 
to the full by every community that 
enters into the consolidation. It is left 
absolutely to the good judgment of 
eack and every community to canvass 
the proposition and to accept or reject 
the invitation according to each com- 
munity’s own good pleasure. There is 
no need of being worked into a frenzy 
of excitement. There is absolutely no 
occasion for the yellow knocker down 
Broadway to rise up with bloodshot 
eyes, disheveled hair, and raucous in- 
tonation, and yell “Stop, thief!” to the 
Consolidation Commission. 


EFORMERS FOR REVENUE. 


After going through the painful 
stories of cruelties inflicted upon each 
other by religionists, during the past 
2000 years, a noted writer was forced 
to exclaim: “Oh, Christianity; what 
crimes have been committed in thy 
name!“ This might be paraphrased 
to read, “Oh, Reform; what wrongs 
have been done in thy name!" 

There are a great many people who 
are satisfied with the label on a pack- 
age of food products, or a piece of 
goods. If the right label is there, they 
are satisfied that the food or the wear- 
ing apparel is all right, and you have 
a hard job to convince them that it is 
not so. In the same way, there are 
many good people abroad in the land 
who jump at any movement labeled 
“reform” as eagerly as a hungry fish 
jumps at a tempting fly on the surface 
of a trout stream. These people are the 
meat—the legitimate prey—of profes- 
sional reformers—reformers for revenue 
only. In some cases, it may be that the 
movement they represent is good—only 
they are not in it for the good of the 
people, or for their health. They are in 
it for the filthy lucre they may be ane 
to pick up, incidentally, while exploit- 
ing it. In other cases, both the move- 
ment and the objects of the proponents 
of the movement are rotten. In any 
case, however, the dear public is not 
likely to be benefited, to any appreci- 
able extent, through a movement en- 
gineered by these professional Knights 
of Reform—always spelt with a big 
capital R. 


POET DEAD. 


Paul Laurence Dunbar is dead. 
There were only seven or eight lines 
in the newspapers yesterday to chroni- 
cle the fact. Yet there was not a 
newspaper in the world but published 
those seven or eight lines. While the 
bustling, the busy, the harsh and 
greedy age made as little of the cir- 
curnstance as it was possible to do, 
still it could not ignore the fact al- 
together. It had columns of space in 
its newspapers to give to the financier 
who had been discovered to be a thief, 
to the hollow words and the infinitely 
worthless acts of politicians, but to 
the dead poet—seven or eight lines. 

But when all these who strut their 
brief hour on the stage of human ac- 
tion and human interest are long for- 
gotten, the name of Paul Laurence 
Dunbar will live. He was just a 
singer, but weary men and weary 
women needed his songs, and when 
we of today are long in our graves 
there will be men and women to come 
after us who will need his songs again. 
For, rush and hurry through life as 
we will, and as we do, following the 
false light and grasping at greed with 
our puny strength, deep down in the 
worst of us all, there is a hunger for 
the good, for the beautiful and the 
true. Paul Laurence Dunbar was 
among those whose migsion it was to 
satisfy and to feed that hunger, and 
few that ever lived fulfilled their mis- 
sions more successfully. Like Keats, 
he died young, not yet having reached 
his thirty-fourth year. Like Burns, 
he came up from the sweet fragrance 
of the soll, He was born poor, the son 
of a father and mother who were 
slaves. He earned his education by 
working as an elevator boy in Wash- 
ington. But, how futile and how un- 
availing are handicaps that the world 
puts on the soul that God endows with 
divine fire?’ 

This young negro poet goes down to 
his early grave as one of the immor- 
tals. It has been prophesied that the 
negro race would yet give us our 
greatest poet and our greatest musi- 
cian. Paul Dunbar went far to prove 
that the prophecy will yet come true. 
As it is, the only real American music 
that we have was given to us by the 
negro, And no land, no country or 
time has produced anything sweeter 
or more inspired than the “Sorrow 
Songs” of the rice fields and the plan- 
tations—songs that ever wrung from 
the souls of them who were shackled 
with our gyves, and bound in infamy to 
the wheel of the bondsman.

IL PRODUCERS BRACING UP. 


Intelligent organization to raise 
field prices is again the talk of the in- 
dependent oll producers, and the talk 
is evolving into action. Last week a 
meeting was held in San Francisco to 
start the ball rolling and the promoters 
declare themselves very well satisfied 
with the outlook. Kern and Coalinga 
men are taking the most active part 
although all districts are urged to join 
in the movement.. 

The attempt differs from previous 
ones in several particulars. The col- 
lection and circulation among pro- 
ducers of accurate statistics as to the 
field and market conditions, produc- 
tion and consumption, form one of the 
chief weapons which it is proposed to 
use against the efforts of the market- 
ing companies to force down prices. 
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average small producer of market con- 
ditions has always been one of the 
principal obstacles to any successful 
stand. Companies controlled by men 
who never saw an oil well or by men 
who know the mechanical work of the 
field but who have never sold a bargel 
or come in contact with the consumer, 
ean scarcely be expected to make a 
success of competing, either collective- 
ly or individually, with the Standard 
and Associated in the open market or 
to make a good bargain for sale of 
their oll to these corporations. The 
marketing of oll is a separate business 
requiring special knowledge and train- 
ing, a vast fund of information of 
scientific and economical conditions 
that can never be acquired in the pro- 
ducing fields. 

The organization is to have eleven 
directors clothed with large powers. 
This is following the main plan of the 
Associated Oil Company, but unlike 
the situation in that organization, the 
election of these directors is to rest 
with the members and the latter will 
have the right to control their action 
in case it becomes necessary. In the 
Associated the stock has been trusteed, 
has no voting power, and the directors 
are to all intents absolute czars for 
twenty years unless they voluntarily 
resign. It was this feature that led 
many producers to refuse to enter the 
combine when it was formed. Much 
might be said pro and con as to the 
advisability of that decision, but any 
one can read the history of the Asso- 
ciated and decide for himself as to the 
working out of its plan. The present 
proposal to clothe one manager with 
power to dispose of all the product 
seems to be along the line of central- 
ized power followed by the Associated, 
once a combine of producers but now 
their chief opponent. The publicity 
feature, however, is rather a reversal 
of Standard and Associated methods. 
The necessity for large executive 
power is evident. The failure to ac- 
complish anything in the past, with so 
much discussion and no work, has 
shown that. The members are to bal- 
lot by mail for directors. The selection 
of good, conecientious, able men is a 
point that can not be urged too strong- 
ly. Then all should be brought in; a 
few remainlaf outside might wreck 
everything, at least do much harm. 
The present time seems opportune. 
Whether higher prices can be had in 
the field or not, it is certain that there 
is crying need in that direction, and it 
is certain that they will never be had 
unless a firm stand is made. Consump- 
tion is increasing enormously, and 
while production increased five mil- 
lions last year, it is well to note that 
practically this is from the coast fields 
and that very little of this oll seems 
to be competing in the fuel line where 
the demand had before been supplied 
by other districts, ‘but is rather being 
turned into new channels. The Union's 
Panama pipe line, foreign, north coast 
and Hawatian trade may absorb a 
great deal of this output. 

Yes, let the producers organize and 
and firm. Certainly no harm can 
result with any intelligent manage- 
ment, and much good may come. 
While the consumers’  interests—the 
general piblic’s—are no doubt the 
greatest of all, they have had by far 
the best of it so far and they can well 
afford to see the pumpers prosper. 


INHABITANTS, 


Interesting tables have been pre- 
pared by Prof. Hickman, of Berlin, 
showing the estimated increase of the 
population of the various countries of 
the world during the past century.

apart from the United States— which 
now ranks second among the western 
nations—the most notable advance has 
been made by Russia. Germany and 
Great Britain have both gone up one 
point. while Austria has fallen back 
slightly. 

One of the most notable features of 
this statement is the falling off in 
population of the Latin countries. 
Neither France, Italy nor Spain has 
doubled its population during the 
past century, France, indeed, having 
increased less than 30 per cent. The 
same is true of Portugal, which falled 
to double its population between 1900 
and 1900. Commenting upon this Prof. 
Hickman says: 

“The history of the Roman peoples 


is the history of their mothers. 
France, Italy, Spain and Portugal have 
lost ground because their mot were 


averse to bearing children.” 


It would be interesting if any of us 


who read these lines could be present 
to note the figures for the year 2000 
A.D. Of one thing we may be reas- 
onably sure, in that year the United 
States, doubtless then extending from 
the North Pole to the Equator, will 
lead all nations of the earth in popu- 
lation, as well as in wealth and power. 
And what do you think will be the 
population of Los Angeles in that 
year? 


UR OCEAN OUTLET. | 


The Wilmington people have been 
feeling somewhat discouraged of late, 
owing to a series of adverse circum- 
stances that have impeded the devel- 
epment of the harbor town. First, 
there was the refusal of the govern- 
ment to commence on the improve- 
ment of the inner harbor so long as 
the frontage was claimed by private 
individuals or corporations. Then 
came the claims for a new harbor, to 
be constructed at the flourishing sea- 
side resort of Long Beach. Still later 
a project for reclamation and construc- 
tion inside the breakwater has at- 
tracted attention in that direction, so 
that the old town of Wilmington has 
been left in the shadow. Now, as men- 
tioned on Friday in the local columns 
of The Times, the good people of Wil- 
mington have sensibly concluded that 
the way to get a thing dane is to do it 
yourself. Accordingly, they are circu- 
lating a subscription paper for the 
purpose of floating $75,000 of bonds, the 
proceeds to be expended in deepening 
the channel for a distance of about a 
mile in front of the town. This will 
be an easy job, as the bottom is com-. 
posed of soft mud, and years ago ships 
of considerable size found accommo- 
dations there. It was, indeed, the port 
of Los Angeles, before the modern city 
of San Pedro was thought of. This 
programme depends upon the upholding 
by the courts of the recent incorpora- 
tion of Wilmington, but even should 
that not be confirmed, the citizens pro- 
pose to solve the problem by getting 
those who sign for the bonds to agree 
to subscribe cash, in case the city is 
declared to be disincorporated. 

There is absolutely no excuse for any 
jealousies between the cities and towns 
and villages that surround the bay of 
Wilmington—San Pedro and Wilming- 
ton, and Long Beach and Terminal Isl- 
and. There cannot be the slightest 
doubt, in the Mind of any intelligent 
and impartial observer who notes the 
prevailing conditions and the signs of 
the times, that there is destined to 
spring up, on the shores of the bay of 
Wilmington, a very large seaport city, 
that will embrace within its widespread 
limits all the places above named, and 
some that are not yet founded. It will 
need a very large area of land for the 
wharves, and warehouses, and facto- 
ries, and dry docks, and shipbuilding 
establishments, and smelters, that will 
naturally follow the rapid develop- 
ment of commerce in the seaport of 
Los Angeles, for within ten years from 
now Los Angeles will be to all intents 
and purposes a seaport city, extend- 
ing, with few important breaks, from 
the foothills to the sea, 

Therefore, those who live on the 
shores of the bay of Wilmington should 
drop all petty local jealousies and pull 
together with might and main for the 
brillant future that is so plainly writ- 
ten in the book of destiny.

TOO NEAR WATER SUPPLY. 
Superintendent Mulholland of the 
Water Department, and Health Officer 
Powers will appeal to the Council Mon- 
day to take steps to stop an abuse 
which seriously threatens the city 
water supply. Recently the attention 
of Dr. Powers and Superintendent 
Mutholiand was called to the establish-

Mathews expressed the opinion that 
the location of this cemetery in its 
present site constitutes a violation of 
law, and that the city will have no 
difficulty in. getting rid of it. The 
Counell, accordingly, will be asked to 
authorise the netessary litigation, and 
court proceedings will begin at once. 
The flew cemetery is being laid out 
by J. B. Treadwell, formerly of San 
Francisco, who has purchased 100 acres 
of land and who plans to make of it 
the finest place of its kind in Southern 
California. Already extensive tmprove- 
ments have been made, and a few 
bodies have been buried within its 
boundaries.

GALLUP (N. Mu.) Feb. 3.— The snow 
has entirely disappeared in the low- 
lands, and the depth of the numerous 
streams we have to ford has dimin- 
ished to a considerable extent. Yet 
motoring through New Mexico still 
presents more hardships and difficul- 
tles than it has ever been my lot to 
contend with. Thus far we have not 
encountered a single bridge in the 
Territory. Every stream, great or 
email, has to be forded and with their 
treacherous bottoms concealed by from 
six inches to three feet of water, it is 
always a «gamble whether we will 
reach the opposite bank or not. 

Our cable has been in constant use 
all the past week, and we have been 
using strips of canvas under the 
wheels to give us traction In the mud 
at the bottoms of the arroyos we have 
been continuwlly crossing. Friendly 
Indians have helped us upon numerous 
ions. The nud is pretty hard 
nt daylight and for two or three hours 
after sun-up; then it commences to 
shaw out and by noon the mud is al- 
most hub deep. 

The soll through this section is of 


es it mile after mile only to run in- 
tv a Navajo Indian village of consider - 
able size, many miles out of our course, 

The Navajos crowded around our lit- 
tle car, asking us all kinds of questions 
in the Indian language, which natural- 
iy we did not understand. By mention- 
img the name of the town we were 
looking for and pointing to all four 
points of the compass, we managed to 
make them understand and they then 
directed us, talking in the sign lan- 
guage, which we could understand. 
The Indian village was the largest we 
have yet come across and was com- 
posed of provably two dozen mud 

one of logs and several wig- 
wams. All the Indians were loaded 
down with silver ornaments and sever- 
al wagons and countiess Indian ponies 
showed the village to be a properous 
one from an Indian standpoint. 

Some of the ravines or arroyos that 
we have crossed would cause an east- 
ern automobilist to open his eyes 
pretty wide. In fact we have become 
so accustomed te this kind of thing 
that after wading around in the creek 
bottom to make sure the quicksand is 
not tog dangerous, we without hesita- 
tion descend with out engine running 
at full speed, throw in the low clutch 
at the bottom and go as far up the 
opposite bank as possible, allowing the 
engine to die with the clutch still in. 
We then plant a post at the top of the 
embankment, attach our steel cable, 
and with one man working windlass 
and the other working engine we have 
always d to make the top, no 
matter how steep the embankment. 
Once or twice we have pulled out the 
stake at the top of the arroyo, when 
the car has been almost at the top. The 
automobile would then back down to 
the bottom and we would have our 
work to do all over again.

CLAREMONT. 


SANTA FE SINKING WELL 

CLAREMONT, Feb. 10.—Active work 
will begin in a few days on the ex- 
tensive improvements contemplated for 
some time by the Santa Fe at this 
place. The company has decided to 
make this point one of the watering 
stations on the line. Already prelim- 
inary work has been begun on the large 
well. A shaft sixty feet deep and 
eight feet square has been sunk in 
preparation for the installation of a 
large steam well drilling outfit which 
will be placed in a few days. A twelve- 
inch well will de bored, and it is 
thought that an abundance of water 
will be struck at about 400 feet. 

A large pumping station will be 
erected and a tank of 30,000 gallons ca- 
pacity will be installed adjoining the 
new side track. 

The fertilizer siding, which is situ- 
ated about a half-mije east of the sta- 
tion, will be removed still further east. 
A passing track will be bullt to allow 
of the passing of locals and limited 
trains. The new track will be about a 
mile in length. 

The improvements will add a great 
deal to local activity and means the 
regular employment of several men,

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 

NO PENSION—DESPONDENT. 
SOLDIERS’ HOME, Feb. 10.—The 
suicide of William H. Nesson, a mem- 
ber of the Home, briefly referred to in 
The Times of this date—was no doubt 
due to despondency because of in- 
ability to obtain a pension. This is 
the belief of several of his acquaint- 
ances in the barrack, in which Nesson 
was located. He had been brooding 
for some little time because of his in- 
eligibiiliy in this respect, on account 
of the “duration” of the Mexican War. 
“Duration” of the various wars in 
which the United, States has been in- 
volved, are determined by acts of Con- 
gress. The official or record duration 
of the Mexican War was from April 
24 1846, until May 30 1848. 
Nesson enlisted, as shown in his serv- 
ice certificate, May 19 1838; just eleven 
po te before the close of the Mexican 

ar. There is a further provision, 
however, that to be determined as a 
pensionable participant in the Mexican 
War the applicant must have been “at 
the front,“ or else have been on his 
way to or from the front, on or before 
the date above given. This was be- 
cause many soldiers and sailors had 
been enrolled just before the war ter- 
minated, but had never left the places 
of their enlistment. Nesson’s case had, 
is surmised, come under this class, and 
he had therefore been unable.to ob- 
tain a pension.

Electric Manufactures. oJ 
In the matter of exporting electrical 
machines, appliances, etc., there is a 


neck-and-neck race between the 


United States and Germany. These 
two countries easily lead the world 


line. While last year the United 
States supplied all her own domestic 
requirements and exported $12,000,000 


Britain was the principal market for 
both countries, but the British, al- 
though laggards in the race, are steadi- 
ly catching up, and manufacturing 
more and more on their own account. 
The United States, however, still sells 
twice as much electrical goods to Great 
Britain as does Germany. On the oth- 
er hand, throughout Europe generally, 
the German exporter does not suffer 
from Strong competition by the Aimeri- 
can exporter. Outside of Burope, the 
United States easily leads in 

Mexico and Japan, also in Australia 
ehd India. In South America the race 
for supremacy i« closer, while in South 
Africa, Germany presses just behind 
our heels. 

Conerete in Sea Water. 


Although there is no certainty on the 
subject, the life of concrete exposed to 
the action of sea water-is believed to 
depend on its imperviousness. If 
composition of the concrete be such 
that the sea water can penetrate the 
mass, the concrete will be disintegrated 
and the masonry ultimately destroyed. 
Yet no sure means of preventing such 

lures has been discovered. There are 

marine works that have been 
standing for a long time, and so dem- 
onstrate that Portland cement mortar 
may be thoroughly durable in sea 
water. But there are many cases 
where precisely similar materials, ap- 
parently manufactured and built in 
under precisely identical conditions,

Shipping Subsidies in France. 

Since 1881, the French government 
has paid subsidies to ship-builders and 
shipowners, and in all a sum of 70, 
000,000 has been expended on these 
bonuses. The principle of subsidies to 
encourage trade and industries may 
or may not be a delusion and a snare, 
as most economists contend, but cer- 
tainly the method of applying it to 
this particular instance has been a 
faulty one. So far from the desiderated

HOW THE TRAVELER SEES IT. 

The New Zealand railways are all 
narrow gauge—tour feet and a half 
and the equipment is in many respects 
Similar to that of American lines of 
the same class. Some of the carriages 
are of the English compartment 4 
but there are also coaches and chair 
cars of American bulld on most of the 
tInes, and the latter seem to be pre- 
ferred by the majority of travelers. It 
is an English notion that a travéler se- 
cures privacy in the compartment car- 
ridges, but uniess# one can have a 
compartment to himeelf, which one 
usually can't have, the privacy Mea is 
an illusion. By way of illustration: 
If one takes a cab to drive to the sta- 
tion, and a stranger is picked up on 
the way, the feeling of invaded privacy 
is Very @istinct, but no feeling of an- 
noyance is aroused by the presence of 
a score of other persons in a street 
car. After a trial of both styles of 
Coaches, I found the American raliway 
car the more satisfactory. ’ 

The diffefence between first and sec- 
ond class carriages is only a matter of 
upholstery; in all other particulars the 
accommodations are precisely alike.

The twenty-four breweries of Cincin- 
nati, Covington and Newport employ 
some 1400 or more union workmen; 
and a momentous question affecting 
hours of labor and wages was recently 
submitted to the employés by the em- 
ployers. A few weeks ago, according 
to a dispatca from Cincinnati, the 
brewers, acting in harmony with each 
other, submitted tb their employés two 
propositions, leaving it to them to ac- 
cept. or reject either one, the proposi- 
tion accepted by a majority of the men 
to be binding under an agreement, for 
the coming year. One of the proposi- 
tions was that the wages should be in- 
creased $1 a week all around, but all 


other conditions, both as to hours and 


other things should remain as hereto- 
fore. The second proposition was that 
the wages should be increased $1 a 
week all around, and the hours of 
labor reduced from nine hours to eight 


It hours, with the proviso, however, that 


no lunch time and no free beer should 
be granted, and that any employé who 
should be found talking or drinking 
beer during working hours ‘should be 
subject, upon demand of the employing 
brewer, to expulsion from the union. 
“The men at the different breweries,” 
says the dispatch, did not hesitate 
long in making their decision, which 
was almost unanimously in favor of 
longer working hours combined with 
free beer.” ‘This result is not in the 
least surprising. Beer—free beer if 
possible, but beer and plenty of it—is 
one of the bulwarks of modern union- 
ism.

The positive quality of achievement 
is the strong note in modern woman- 
hood. And so we find women making 
progress in almost every avenue of ac- 
tion and of enterprise. We have before 
us a list of things she has done and 
won in the past few months. They 
include practically the whole pro- 
gramme from inventions to medals for 
heroism and the discovery of a new 
star. We read of the employments in 
which she finds welcome and profit— 
several hundreds of them, embracing 
almost all work that is worth while.

Unions and Chinese Boycotts. 

Secretary Root could stop the Chi- 
nese boycott by a single interview with 
the Chinese Minister, if it were only 
a matter of international intercourse 
and international comity. This is not 
a contention over trade; it is a matter 
between the labor unions of America 
and the merchants of China. The Chi- 
nese merchant puts the deflance: “I 
will not trade with you if I cannot 
travel in your land.” The labor union 
answers: “The Exclusion Act must be 
enforced, and all Chinamen look alike 
to us.” 

That is the quarrel. For half a cen- 
tury our statesmen have been planning 
to capture the China trade. Some of 
our most opulent merchantse—Girard 
and Astor among them—made enor- 
mous fortunes in it. There is tra- 
dition that the best guild of Chinese 
merchants are the best traders in the 
world, and the most honest. Their 
word is their bond and their business 
sagacity is intuitive and boundless. 

These are the managers of the boy- 
cott. If they will not buy of us, 0 
is to force them? There are 
France, Germany, Holland, and Japan 
all competing for the trade that we 
have dreamed of for so many long 
years. For it we built our numerous 
transcontinental railroads. Benton 
was its advocate, and, it was claimed, 
the originator of the idea. We are 
pouring millions and tens of millions 
into the Panama Canal because it,is 
a route to China, To what good end, 
if China will not traffic with us? The 
Chinaman is a liar person, the 
product of a peculiar civilization. We 
mistook him and judged him by our- 
selves. We knew that a little bit of profit 
would kill any American boycott ever 
inaugurated. We have seen the 
Standard Oil Company stamp out a 
thousand boycotts by slight reduc- 
tions in price. We hoped to do that 
with the Chinese, and we have failed. 

And it is very doubtful if u 
labor will permit any American po- 
litical party to stop the boycott. The 
sole business of our political parties is 
to get votes. The Chinaman is not a 
voter

A Farm Workers’ Union. 

Everything the farmers  raise— 
wheat, corn, wool, beef, hay, etc., used 
by the members of the labar trust, 
are things that the union workman 
will always seek, by a combined power, 
or otherwise, force down in price, 
in order to make his living cheaper, 
and everything the farmer has to buy, 
made by the labor trust, bears the 
increased expense of the continual ad- 
vance in wages that the labor trust 
seeks to force. . 

For instance, if the labor trust ob- 
tains power enough it is safe to say 
— the farmer will be forced to give 


the union men in the woolen mills will 
certainly boost the wages as high as 
they have the power to, the tailors’ 
union will do likewise, and the farmer 
must pay the bill. The only thing 
that will have a counteracting effect 
will be the power of labor unions to 
force down the price of wool. That 
would take from the farmer’s pocket 


eim that direction, and the increased 


wages would take from his pocket in 
another direction. 

This same thing is true of whatever 
the farmer buys which is made by 
members of the labor trust; and if the 
experience of the past is any sort of 
a guide for the future, we may expect 
to see a farmers’ labor union connected 
with the American Federation of 
Labor that will certainly, as soon as 
it has the power, advance the price 
paid to farm hands and we will also 
see strikes called just at the time 
when the farmer’s harvest is ready. He 
will discover that his hands have laid
